Boxes  can  be  made  up  with  various  arrangements  of  Evergreens.  The  box  feat- 
ured above  is  only  one  of  many  styles  of  planting,  the  arrangement  may  be  varied  ac- 
cording to  the  surroundings. 

Note:  These  trees  come  carefully  packed  all  ready  for  planting.  We  do  not  fur- 

nish window-boxes  as  we  have  found  it  impractical  to  carry  a complete  line  suitable  for 
all  kinds  of  planting.  For  best  results  boxes  of  good  depth  should  be  used.  Of  course 
the  heavy  balled  and  burlapped  stock  will  require  special  boxes.  For  the  smaller  trees 
use  boxes  that  run  at  least  8x8-in.  It  is  a good  plan  to  water  heavily  and  freeze  the 
boxes  up  solid  in  the  Fall,  this  will  keep  them  fresh  all  winter.

Note:  To  insure  best  results  from  Tubbed  Evergreens  soak  the  roots  thoroughly 

just  before  they  freeze  up  in  the  Fall.  As  far  as  possible  protect  the  trees  against 
sudden  thawing  and  freezing. 

We  do  not  furnish  the  tubs,  but  supply  specially  grown  specimens  dug  with  solid 
earth  ball  securely  burlapped  ready  for  tubbing.  In  selecting  tubs  for  planting  it  is 
best  to  use  those  of  ample  size.  They  should  be  at  least  12  to  15  inches  deep  and  equally 
as  wide. 

It  would  help  to  keep  the  trees  in  better  condition  if  a small  amount  of  humus  or 
good  rich  soil  is  supplied  at  time  of  planting.
